or siren at least one-fourth of a mile before reaching any such 
grade crossing shall be deemed equivalent to ringing the bell 
as aforesaid; during the prevalence of fogs, snow and dust 
storms the locomotive whistle shall be sounded before each 
street crossing while passing through cities and towns. All 
locomotives with or without trains before crossing the main 
track at grade of any other railroad must come to a full stop 
at a distance of not exceeding 400 feet from the crossing, and 
must not proceed until the way is known to be clear; two 
blasts of the whistle or two sounds of the siren shall be sound- 
ed at the moment of starting; provided, that whenever inter- 
locking signal apparatus and derailing switches or any other 
crossing protective device approved by the public utilities 
commission is adopted such stop shall not be required. 


Provided, that local authorities in their respective juris- 
diction may by ordinance approved by the Public Service

When a personal injury occurs on a train an additional mes- 
sage must be sent immediately to the Superintendent and 
Claim Department and if the injured person is not an em- 
ployee on duty, the following information must be given: Kind 
of Transportation injured person holds, giving number of 
ticket or pass, destination of injured party, whether coach or 
pullman passenger with number or name of car and, if injured 
party stopping over enroute, state where stopover will be 
made and address at point of stopover.

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MISCELLANEOUS
